Laboratory  Facilities-. 


The  facilities  provided  under  this  heading  are  situated  at  V/akefield, 
and  are  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The 
im-pcrtance  and  value  of  the  services  provided  cannot  be  strongly  stressed, 
and  proves  of  considerable  help  to  Medical  Practitioners  generally,  and 
particularly  with -respect  to  infectious  diseases. 


Ambulance  Facilities . 

The  ambulance  services  provided  by  the  Darton  Council  has  again 
proved  its  v\^orth  throughout  the  year,  in  the  removal  to  hospital  of 
general  accident  and  siclmess  cases.  Patients  have  been  conveyed  to 
and  from  Barnsley,  Sheffield,  and  Leeds  as  occasion  demanded.

Hursing  in  tho'^Homo. , •• 

I have  previously  mentioned  that  this  service 'C-ould  be  extended  with 
great  benefit  to  the  community.  The  present  facilities  being  totally 
inadequate  for  an  Area  of  this  size. 

The  Nurse  provided' and  maintained  by  the  Mrs.  Fountain  Foundation 
provides  the  whole  of  the  facilitre^s;^undor  this  heading.  The  nurse  is 
fully  engaged  on  this  work  and  can  obviously  only  deal  with  a small 
proportion  of  the  cases  requiring  her  attention.

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  . 

— - ■ ’ 

The  clinics  and  treatment  centres  supplying  the  needs  of  the  area 
are  situated  at  Gawbor,  Mapplewell^  and  Dart on. 

They  are  very  well  attended  and  are  very  beneficial  in  effect, 

. Hospitals' Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  Beckett’s  Hospital,  Barnsley,  the  Leeds  Infirmary,  the  Sheffield 
Royal  Hospital  and  Inf iriTiary.,^  and  the  Jessop  Hospital,  Sheffield,  supply 
the  needs  of  the  area  in-. thi s ’respect , 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

There  arc  no,  unqualified  Midwives  practising ' in  the  area,  and  the 
cases  generally  are  covered  by  the  qualified  midv/ives  whose  services 
meet  the  requirements  of  tiie  district. 

"Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  of  Children. 

^ vyr yT": 

Nursing  Homes  are  in  existence  at  Hornsea  .and  Scarborough  for 
‘mothers.,:Whose  maternity  has  left  them  in  ill  health.  Patients  who  have 
attended  have  greatly  benefited  from  the  rest  and  treatment  provided  at 
these  homes.  It  would  be  of  considerable  advantage-  if  these  services 
could  be  extended,  so  as, to  provide  additional  facilities. 

Health  Visitors  and  Infant  Life  Protection , 

-1.  . .'i  ' 

These  -services  are  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council’,  and  the^resident  Health  Visitors  for  the  area  are  Nurse  Mindham 
and  Nurse  Thorpe.  The 'work  performed  by  the  Health  Visitors  is  of  great 
benef it'-’to.  the  community  and  both  are  zealous  and  ’ efficient . 

The  supervision  of  school  clinics,  visits  to  mothers  and  babies, 
and  also  work  at  the  Welfare  and  Ante -Natal  Centres,  are  some  of  the 
duties'  carried  out  .by  the  H’ealth.  Visitors . 

Prevention  of  Blindnes . 

. There  has  been  no  case-  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  in  the  area  during 
1938. 

Water  Supply . 

.The  bulk.,  of  the  water  supply  for  the  Area  is  drawn  from  four  deep 
boreholes  owne’d  by  the  Penistone  Urban  District  Council.  This  supply 
i 3' distributed  throughout  the  Area  by  means  of  our  mains.  The  water  is 
of  good -.quality',  as  shewn  by  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological 
examinations.  The  Gawber  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  Reser\'oirs 
at  Ingbirchworth  and  Midliope  and  owned  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  ^Di . 

The  disposal  works  at  Lov^r  Barugh  are  working  in  a satisfactory 
manner . 

Rivers  and  Streams . 

There  has  been  no  complaint  from  the  Rivers  Board  during  1944  of 
pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  by  the  access  of  sev^age . 


Public  Cleansing,  sanitary  inspection  ..of  the. .area , smoke  abatement/ 
meat  and  other  foods  inspection.  These  items  are  dealt  with  in  the 
Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.

Infectious  diseases  as  a.  whole  showed  a reduction  of  80  over  the 
cases  for  1943. 

Diphtheria  increased!',  by  26  cases.  Scarlet-  Fever  increased  by  10 
cases,  Pnoumonia  decreased  by  1 case.  Puerperal  Pyrexia  increased  by  3 
cases.  Erysipelas  increased  by  1 case,  Measles  decreased  by  151  cases, 
V\/hooping  Cough  increased  by  10  cases.  * 

Houses  where  cases  of  infectious  disease  have  occurred  are  disin- 
fected by  the  Health  Department  Staff,  either  immediately  after  the 
removal  of  the  patients  to  Hospital,  or  in  the  event  of  ”Homel  cases, 
immediately  after  the  Medical  Practitioner  certifies  the  patie.nt  free' 
from  infection.

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  still  too  high  and  in  my  opinion  no 
more  important  improvement  in  vital  statistics  can  be  achieved  than  a 
drastic  reduction  in  this  figure.  Of  15  Infantile  deaths  six  v\rere  due 
to  prematurity  and  three  were  due  to  death  in  the  first  v/eek  as  a result 
of  Haemorrhagic  disease,  neonatal  anorexia  and  cardiac  collapse.  It  is 
obvious  that  this  figure  can  be  cut  by  strict  supervision  in  the  Ante- 
Watal  period  and  by  early  institutional  admission  for  premature  babies. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  account  for  1/5  of  the  causes  and  we  may 
expect  this  figure  to  be  reduced  in  future  by  the  increased  access  to 
drugs  li^e  Penicillin,  vfhen  it  can  be  released  for  widespread  civilian 
Practice  use. 


I beg  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and 
interest  in  all  matters  and  particularly  v/ith  regard  to  Public  Health. 

I also  wish  to  thank  my  colleagues  for  their  assistance  during  the  past 
year .

Pi sposal ; 

We  are  disposing  of  material  mainly  at  the  4 tips,  Dayhouse, 
Blacker  Road,  Cawthorne  Basin  and  Barton  Main.  Little  or  no  material 
has  been  deposited  on  the  Bloomhouse  tip.  A complaint  of  rats  on  the 
Dayhouse  tip  was  reported  and  the  War  Agricultural  Land  Army  staff 
carried  out  baiting.  About  4 dead  rats  were  found  after  completion 
of  treatment.  In  October,  we  discontinued  the  nightly  supervision  of 
tips  and  little  trouble  was  experienced  as  regards  fire.  The  tips 
have  been  sprayed  to  eradicate  crickets,  and  fences  and  roads  have 
been  repaired  from  time  to  time . 

General » 

The  services  generally  have  been  well  maintained.  Repairs  have 
from  time  to  time  been  required  to  the  vehicles  and  this  is  to  be 
e:q)ected  owing  to  their  age.  For  the  most  part,  our  vehicles  have 
given  very  good  service.  Ov/ing  to  a breakdown  on  the  Karrler  Colt, 
ashpit  cleansing  fell  into  arrears  about  April,  and  it  became  neces- 
sary to  work  a short  period  of  overtime  until  these  arrears  v\^ere 
cleared.  One  member  of  the  staff  has  been  trained  as  a spare  driver. 
265  days  were  lost  through  siclmess  and  this  very  naturally  caused 
delays  in  cleansing  and  accumulation  of  work.  For  the  most  part, 
however,  the  staff  worked  well  and  a good  service  was  given  to  the 
district.  Salvage  showed  signs  of  falling  off  and  prices  of  rags 
fell  considerably.  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  cleansing 
staff  for  their  work  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I beg  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  kindness  and  consideration  and  the  continued  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  Health  Department.  I also  v/ish  to  thank  my  colleagues 
of  the  staff  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.
